DR. MILNER'S "END OF RELIGIOUS CON-

Sib, — Those who have to deal with Romanists in con- 
troversy cannot have failed to observe that Dr. Milner's 
book furnishes them with their material, and that they 
take little or no pains either to verify his quotations or 
test the soundness of his assertions. The book is con- 
sidered, even at the present day, so important, that a 
cheap edition is produced that cannot be remunerative 
as a money speculation. The object is apparent; for we 
•re informed in the preface that it is the work of all 
others best calculated to gain over (uninformed) Pro- 
testants. 

' Dr. Grier's reply is antiquated ; the arguments are, in 
fact, not "posted up" to the present advanced Btate of 
the controversy. The two American replies by Dr. Jarvis 
and Bishop Hopkins are both excellent as far as they go, 
but they fall short in many respects, and it is admitted 
that there is room for another. 

Thesnbject has been suggested to me several times; but 
incessant professional occupations have interfered with 
my carrying out my plans. I have, however, prepared 
a series of papers for publication. The scope and object 
of the work will be sufficiently explained in the title I pro- 
pose to adopt — Pious Frauds exemplified by Dr. Milner's 
"End of Religious Controversy:'' being Original, Se- 
lected, and Contributed Articles, illustrative of Dr.
